Manning attempts to com- 
bine these two strains into a 
new political philosophy he 
calls social conservatism. It 
keeps the emphasis on the 
individual asthe —- primary 
source of production and as 
the main benefactor of econ- 
omic activity but it does 
reflect some concern for -the 
under-privileged. 

In terms of practical poli- 
tics, probably the most inter- 
esting part of Manning’s book 
is his examination of the 
various national political par- 
ties. as potential vehicles for 
his new phijosophy. 

Most significant is his re- 
jection of Social Credit as an 
effective national force, even 
though he has fought -hard to 
help its cause during 10 
federal election campaigns. 
SHARE IDEAS 

Although a number of its 
adherents share his ideas, he 
also rejects the Liberal party, 
because he claims it is too 
monolithic, too close to the 
federal civil service, and too 
imbued with what he calls 
“nineteenth century soci a l- 
ism.” He takes strong excep- 
tion to the “universality” 
approach inherent in most of 
the Liberal welfare measures.

Hostages Held 


By Mercenaries 


KINSHASA, The Congo 
‘(Reuters)—The Red ‘Cross 
launched today an opera- 
tion to réscue a group of 
hostages, including at least 
20 Europeans, held by rebel 
mercenaries in their jungle 
retreat. 

A Red Cross transport plane 
was due to land today in Pu- 
nia,.@’ forest..town about 150 
miles south east of Kisangani, 
formerly Stanleyville, in the 
second attempt to rescue the 
hostages. 

The mercenaries, believed to 
number about 100, fled into the 
jungle from Kisangani after 
Congolese troops crushed their 
rebellion-last_week. 

Reports on the number and 
nationalities of the hostages 
have varied. But some 16 Bel- 
gian hostages are reported to 
have flown to Portuguese An- 
gola earlier this week in a mer 
cenary aircraft. 

President Joseph Mobytu, in 
a message to the mercenaries, 
has asked them to lay a white 
cloth on the airstrip at Punia 
if they agree to the evacuation 
of the hostages, and a black one 
if they refuse.

Today’s action by the Peking 
authorities followed a two-year 
prison sentence imposed on a 
correspondent of China’s official 
news agency, the New China 
news agency, in Hong Kong. 

Correspondent Hsieh Ping 
was arrested during the current 
wave of Communist-led anti- 
British demonstrations in the 
British colony. 

He was sentenced Wednesday 
on charges of unlawful assem-

What seems clear is that all these 
manoeuvres, if real, will not moderate 
Arab attitudes to Israel; rather, they 
may further inflame them so that later 
Arabs in a West Bank “Palestine” could 
be used as a dangerous fifth column by 
Arab States. They could become (as Mao 
Tse-tung might put it) the “sea” in 
which infiltrating Arab ‘fedayeen’ could 
safely “swim.” The result would be fresh 
bloodshed, possibly war.

HE ‘greatest growth industry of een- 

tennial Canada is government 
and the key to success’ in our 
ever-more dyna- 
mic civil service 
(guidance teachers 
please note) is the 
ability to work out 
formulae for the dis- 
tribution. of govern- 
ment grants. One of 
the youngest but | 
most ambitious de- 
partments in Ottawa 
is industry. Presided 
over since birth by C. 
M. Drury, it is crowded with eager 
young bureaucrats intent on. bringing-in 
the benefits of the welfare state to back- 
ward businessmen; It is dedicated to the 
interesting proposition that, given the 
right formula, all-parts of the country 
can be brought to commion and desirable 
levels of prosperity and contentment, 

All| things have small beginnings. 
When the area development program 
was initiated in 1963,- there were 35 
designated areas. It is a curious fact 
that the more prosperous the couniry 
gets, the more. areas Mr. Drury 
designates, Thus the revision of 1965 
(when the economy was practically 
bursting at the seams) produced 81 
designated areas and a splendid new 
centennial effort by the minister’s 
experts has now brought the number “to 
95. :

If Mr. Drury survives we can 
probably look forward to a time when’all 
Canada will.be a designated area. 

There are two reasons why prosperity 
increases the number of- depressed 
areas. The first, official, reason is that 
the original formulae were imperfect. 
There has been constant improvement 
with officials working-late at night 
collecting overtime. The second reason is 
political pressure. r 
Happily Varied 

For people with a talent for formulae, 
work in Mr. Drury’s department must be 
sheér delight. Not only has it been 
possible to. work out eight distinct 
criteria (some of them with provisos) for 
determining eligible areas; it has also 
been discovered that the formulae for 
handouts can be 
interesting ways. : 

In addition there is area flexibility. , 
Strictly speaking this is not a Drury, 
discovery. It goes back to the times. of 
the late Mr. James Gardiner and the put- 
in-take-out principle of the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act. So we now have 
“manpower centre areas” which may 'be 
cities, towns, countries, or census areas. 
In Newfoundland, there is a_ put-in 
principle involving a lake and a parallel 
of latitude.

to $5 million from the government for 
the purpose of establishing a facility in 
an uneconomic area, Attention is also 
directed to an encouraging “note” which 
says: “Development grants are exempt 
from federal income tax and do not 
Teduce the amount of capital cost which 
may be used for tax purposes.

It has long been recognized in Ottawa 
that any minister with a new program 
has to start out with restrictions;

How well Mr. Drury has succeeded a 
few examples will show. 

Eligibility 

According to the first listed criterion, 
an eligible area must have had an 
unemployment rate twice that of the 
national. avefage over the past five 
years. This is made a bit less harsh by, 
Criterion 2, which says that the 
unemployment rate may be only 50 per 
cent above average if it can be shown 
that the rate of employment growth i# 
less than two-thirds of the nationdl 
average rate. 

Reading a bit farther, however, we 
learn that an area may be eligible if, for 
the most recent five years, there has 
been a decline in the level of employ- 
ment. 

Nothing here about national averages. 
Nothing about the amount of decline. If a 
boom area is booming only a little less 
than it boomed five years ago, Mr. 
Drury stands ready to help stricken 
businessmen with hand-outs. ; 

For entrepreneurs who still can’t 
qualify, all is not lost. An area cursed 
with prosperity may still have the good 
fortune to be located close to one which 
is lagging in a relative sense. I may 
then be groupeil, qualifying as a 
constituent of an area ‘“‘traditionally 
recognized as a distinct geographic-and 
economic region.” With a little digging 
businessmen should be able to uncover 
all sorts of traditions, forgotten over the 
years. They can write to Mr. Drury of 
their local MP. 

The minister, in announcing the new 
criteria, expresses his gratification with 
the new program. He mentions various 
encouraging statistics, inchading the fact 
that more than 700 applications have’now

HONG KONG — A pair of

‘What of the Rights of the Person Killed by a Drunk Driver? 


By NORMAN CRIBBENS 


Every 20 minutes two people 
are killed in traffic accidents 
in North America, And one 
of them is killed in an accident 
where liquor is involved, 


Robert E. Malkin, whose 
only son. was jkilled in a 
collision with a drunk driver 
in 1961, made this statement 
to the Rotary Club of Victoria 
Thursday afternoon. 

His son, Kit, then 22, was a 
teaching assistant in marine 
. biology at Stanford Uni- 
versity, California. 


Mr. Malkin, 5S4.year-old 
Vancouver resident, retired 
from business to embark on a 
one-man crusade against 
drunk driving. He put the 
hideous wreck of his son’s car 
on top of a truck and took it 
on a 3,000-mile tour of Cali- 
fornia. 

He spoke on. street corners 
for'two months and obtained 
20,000 signatures to a petition 
asking former governor Pat 
Brown to do something to 


In 1966 a state law was 
passed defining drunkenness 
as a blood alcohol content of 


10 per cent. 

In his talk to Victoria 
Rotary Club, Mr. Malkin 
asked: 


“How does it feel to have 
your only child killed by a 
drunk driver? First there is a 
sense of overwhelming loss—a 
stunned disbelief in the truth 
that your mind cannot accept 
or reject ... an end to 
dreams that you did not know 
existed until they ended so 
abruptly. 


“This, in some strange way, 
is regarded as interference 
with civil liberties. But what 
of the civil liberties of ‘the 
man or woman who is killed 
by drunken driving?’ 

Mr. Malkin said liquor is 
involved in more than half the 
traffic deaths occurring in 
North America every day. 

Last Labor Day, he said, 
more than 600 were killed in 
traffic aecidents in the United 
States, and in Canada, with 10 
per cent of the U.S. popula- 
tion, 100 died. 

“The economic cost of

accident compared with $1,000 
after. 

“With the super-highways 
and the high-speed auto- 
mobile, ‘the carnage is be- 
coming intolerable. 

“Yet society is not prepared 
to pay the price of absolute 
highway safety, which would

Mr. Malkin said Canada’s 
federal government pays $100 
to every citizen between 16 
and 33 who qualitifes for a 
private flying licence. This is 
aimed at developing the 
country through flying. 

He urged that driver train- 
ing should be compulsory 
before a licence is issued, and 
that the government should 
give $10 to every qualifying 
driver.

In an interview, Mr. Malkin 
said:

An experiment which could see larger bulk car- 
riers docking at Ogden Point is being carried out by 
a British company. 

The experiment is-in the 
form of the 45,000-ton Atlantic 
City which tied up here 
Thursday to load 1,500,000 
board feet of deck cargo.

Last March he had ruled invalid the city’s safety inspec- 
tion bylaw, which makes semi-annual safety checks of 
vehicles using Vancouver streets mandatory. 

His decision was upheld by a higher court June 28 and 
city council Tuesday amended the bylaw so that safety stan- 
dards at the central testing station are set by council instead 
of the station superintendent.

I don't know how 
many of us had swarmed 
there from the streets where 
our cars lined the curbs for 
many blocks, But we made a 
sizeable quorum as we waited 
under a darkening and du- 
bious sky for the spectacle to 
begin. 

As Victoria crowds tend to 
be, this one was so quiet that 
a stranger would think we'd 
come to attend a funeral. 
That, of course, never signi- 
fies that we aren't enjoying 
ourselves. 

A few of us had brought 
lawn chairs, Others scrambled 
down to the rock-cupped 
beach below and settled on 
damp drift-logs, or. clambered 
up to the big black dome to 
the left for a wider view. 


The rest stood on a patch of 
burned-over grass, waiting in 
couples, families and casual 
clumps for the ships to light 


up.

The children, of course, 
weren't content just to stand 
about. Several boys scrambled 
up a warped little fir-tree, its 
growth stunted and its top 
flattened by winter’s spray- 
laden gales. One of the kids 
did a teetering ballet imita- 
tion on a limb, while another 
provided stage lighting with a 
flash, 

The people around watched 
him through his act, then 
returned their attention to the

Out there, the rearward 
destroyers of the Centennial 
fleet rode to their anchors.

There they clung in black 
silhouette, while the illumin- 
ated ships twinkled across the 
water, and a separate blaze of 
lights to the south showed 
where the P & Oliner “Can- 
berra” headed out to the 
Pacific. 

Then all lights but hers

Close to where we watched 
stood a young skeptic, age 
eight or nine. 

While the rockets streamed 
skyward, he carped, knocked 
and criticized. Stubbornly, this 
junior viewer refused to be 
impressed. But when the last 
of the fireworks barrage had 
burst splendidly against the 
night and the ship-lights 
blinked on again, he was 
reluctant to leave. 


“Maybe they'll have a° re- 
firing,” he protested to his 
parents. 

The show was over, though; 
and, amiably as it had 
gathered, the crowd began its 
return to the cars. 


It was properly black by 
this time, with no stars 
overhead, However there was 
a scattering of flashlights 
among us. These helped 
where the path dipped over a 
soggy spot, and in a passage 
through a longshore woodpile. 

All in all, it was a pleasant, 
communal sort of evening, 
climaxed by a piece of crowd 
behavior that I think the navy 
should know about. 

After the last rocket burned 
out, everyone stood there in 
the dark and extended thanks 
with a hearty bout of hand- 
clapping.

Saanich restrictions on a 
proposed private rugby ground 
will probably be too restrictive 
for the Oak Bay Wanderers to 
proceed.

Premier Manning Seen Dumping Socreds as National Force

OTTAWA — A development 
which could seriously affect 
the future realignment of the 
Canadian party structure. is 
about to explode on an al- 
ready volatile political scene. 


In a book due,to be pub- 
lished: in about 10 days, Ernest 
Manning, Canada’s most suc 
cessful politician, in effect, re- 
mounces Social’ Credit. and 
throws his support behind the 
Conservative party, 

People close to the Alberta 
premier claim that his dra- 
matic move is not the result 
of any sudden revelation, but 
the end of a long and earnest 
search for an ideology to fit 
the times. 

While Manning continues to 
protest any personal involve- 
ment in national politics, his 
forthcoming book leaves open 
the possibility that he might 
become an important influ- 


ence on the next Conservative 
administration. 

He is understood to have 
already acepted an invitation 
to address the. pre-convention 
thinkers’ conference which the 
Conservatives are planning 
for Quebec City on August 7- 
10. 

Reliable _political_- sources 
who have read the book say 
that Manning is advocating 
three important changes in 
Canada's political scene: 

1, That Social Crediters give 
up the idea their party will 
ever become a national force. 

2. That they join the federal 
Conservative party. 

3. That the _ Conservative 
party adopt his new philo- 
sophy ‘and turn ideologically 
to the right, so that national 
politics in Canada becomes re- 
aligned into recognizable left- 
and right-wing movements. 

Manning's book, called 
“Political Realignme:. : A 


Challenge to Thoughtful Ca- 
nadians,”’ is based only in 
part on his “white paper on 
human resources de v elo p- 
ment” published last March, 
which outlined a non-partisan 
but ultra-cons ervative 
approach to government. 

The new volume, which was 
largely the work of Manning 
himself (though he had help 
from. his son Preston and Eric 
Schmidt, a _ sociologist). is 
based on the idea that in 
Canadian society today the 
self-reliant individual is losing 
control over his own destiny. 

Those who have read a 
draft of the Manning book 
describe it as a well-thought- 
out appeal to people who 
support a similar right-wing 
philosophy, but now find 
themselves in different politi- 
cal parties.
